and the discrepancy between this amount
and tho original estimate is so treat that an
additional guaranteo of S150.1KUI Is asked for.

Tho situation became so serloti that It was
made tho basis of a special meeting of tho club
recently, when tho cmnmltteo submitted a re-

port lo tho Hoard of Governors covering tho
follovvlnp; points:

" That tho plntis for tho now club house, as ori-

ginally submitted and as passed upon by tho club
nt Its meeting nn Juno Vi, 1HU5, which author-
ized tho expenditure of $4110,000 for such build-
ing, woro carefully considered. Iho estimates
demonstrated that such n building would cost
about $800,000, for more than tho amount al-

lowed by tho club to b expended for Its con-

struction, nnd tho plans were mollified with n
Tiow to reducing Its cost. Careful estimates
havo been obtained a to tho costuf tho build-
ing upon such modHle.
